E v e r y reader of the L e d g e r knows that the s u m s 
paid out m o n th ly , as shown bv the proceedings of the board 
of supervisors, are greatly in excess of the expenses of a few 


years hack. 
S alaries of appointive officers have been ju m p e d 
up at vario u s times, without an y reaso n being given therefor 


and without a n y official record a p p e a rin g upon the m in u tes 
authorizing su ch increase of pay. 
A s an illustration of th is 
tendency we w ill cite the court-house janitor. 
From 
the 


list of claim s allowed against the cu rre n t expense fund from 
month to m onth, it will be seen th a t this official is now, and 
has been for som e time, drawing a s a la ry , as janitor only', of 


$ 7 0 per m onth. 
T h is is not the s u m total of the com pen sa­ 


tion of that ind ivid u al by any m ean s. 
W e notice that the 
city trustees recently allowed $5 a lso , presum ably for ja n ito r 


services at th e court house on accou nt c f the renting of the 
supervisors’ room for the trustees’ m eetings. 
Upon in q u iry 


we are told th a t the city allows h im $ 1 0 per year for b u ild in g 


fires and atten d in g to the room h ired from the county for the 


meetings. 
T h e county charges $ 5 per month for the use of 


the room, in c lu d in g lights and wood. 
T h e city then tu r n s 


round and p a y s for jauitorship on e-sixth the total cost of rent, 


light and fu e l. 
T h is is a sample o f how costs are g ra d u a lly 
piled up on the people. 
But we a re d igressin g from the su b ject in hand. 
W e h a ve 
taken the tro u b le to trace back th ro u g h the minutes o f the 
board of su p e rv iso rs the history o f the court house ja n ito r- 


ship, and the s a la ry attaching thereto, during the past tw e n ­ 
ty-five years. 
It affords an in terestin g study. 
A ll th ro u g h 


the upward d rift of the salary sch ed u le there is m anifest at 
the same tim e a design to do the tric k as quietly as possible, 


without a ttra ctin g public attention. 
T h ere has never been a 
brass band attachm ent thereto— no resolution of intent to 
boost the sch ed u le at each successive step. 
It is a debateable 


point w hether the salary of any ap p ointive county official can 


be either raised or lowered without a motion to that effect be­ 
ing introduced and carried in open session, and duly recorded 


in^the m inu tes. 
Minute books are kept to inform the p u b lic 


of financial ch an ges affecting the ta x p a y e rs, and a poll o f the 


supervisors sh ou ld be recorded, sh o w in g those voting fo r or 
against the proposition.

Discrepancy In C om puting the 
Not Corrected U n til 1752. 
The observance of Easter-dates back 
to about tho yenr (¡8, nt which' time 
there was much contention among the 
eastern and western churches as to 
what day the festival should be ob­ 
served. It was finally ordained at tho 
council of Nice In the yea r 325 that It 
must he observed throughout the Chris­ 
tian world on the same day. This de­ 
cision settled that E aster should be 
kept upon the Sunday first nfter the 
fourteenth day of the first Jewish 
month, but no general conclusion was 
arrived at as to the cycle by wilibh 
the festival was to he regulated, and 
Borne churches adopted one rule and 
some another. This diversity of usnge 
was put uu end to, nnd the Roman 
rule making Easter the first Sunday 
after the fourteenth d ay of the calen­ 
dar mooli was established In England 
In 600. 
After nine centuries a dis­ 
crepancy In the keeping of Easter was 
caused by the authorities of tile Eng­ 
lish church declining to adopt the ref­ 
ormation of the Gregorian calendar 111 
15S2. 
The difference w as settled in 
1752 by the adoption o f the- rule which 
makes Easter day alw ays the first 
Sunday after the full moon which ap­ 
pears on or next nfter the twenty-first 
day of March. 
If the- full moon, hap­ 
pens upon a Sunday, E aster 1» the 
Sunday after.

Climate.— T h e climate of tho p o p u ­ 
lous portions of tho county is as penial 
and healthful asean bo found anyw here 
in California. 
As climate, is one of th e 
most valuable assets of this favored 
stato in attra ctin g population, A m ador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. 
It should* and no doubt will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
more th orou gh ly understood and a p ­ 
preciated, becom e a health resort not 
only for th o se in less favored states, 
but for the residents of other parts of 
California. 
T h e temperature alone th e 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degreos a b o v e zero in winter, and us 
rarely rises to 1(M) degreos in the s u m ­ 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls in tho settled 
districts, and nover remains on 
tho 
ground for m ore than a few hours. 
Of 
course, in t h e high mountain regions 
of eastern A m ador tho snowfall is very 
heavy—w h ich is characteristic of th e 
entire Sierra N evada range.

her quartz mines. 
T h e 
deepest gold mines in America are lo ­ 
cated here. 
T h o Kennedy mino is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of o v er 
2000 feet below tho surface, with every 
indication th a t tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. 
Since the d is ­ 
covery of gold, tho county has con trib ­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to the world's 
supply of th e precious metal. 
T h e 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two 
million 
dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this wealth is produced by 
oight or ten m ines operating on w h at 
is called th e “ m other lodo," stretching 
clear across th e county in a north-east­ 
erly 
direction a distance

miles.

The Word “ Bourgeois” and a Frenoh 
W om an’s Definition. 
I am alw ays embarrassed when a sk ­ 
ed by foreigners to give the definition 
of the word ‘ tiourgeols,” which Is gen­ 
erally emphasized disdainfully. 
The 
dictionary delines it as “common, with­ 
out distinction.” It is not exactly that. 
Bourgeolsism, like provincialism, is a 
mentality. It represents a kernel with­ 
out the pulp and emanates from the 
shell of the dinner pot. It is one of the 
props of society. 
Props are never beau­ 
tiful nor graceful. Without it, however, 
the world could not retidn its equilib­ 
rium, yet w ith It alone the world 
could not progress. 
It gives to indi­ 
viduals the Impenetrability of a shell. 
One often finds its characteristics In 
persons who have received a good edu 
cation, in those who possess superior 
culture, who have taste and a sense of 
beauty. It betrays itself by mean and 
narrow ideas, by implacable intoler­ 
ance, by stubborn blindness and, above 
all, by an incapacity to understand 
liberty or to 
accord it generoiisly. 
This mentality creates a certain at­ 
mosphere which is felt at once. The 
workman, the peasant, the artist, are 
not bourgeois. 
I could name a king 
who is much more so than many of the 
residents of our worst districts. Napo­ 
leon I. was bourgeois; Napoleon III. 
was not. Balzac, Maupassant, were not 
bourgeois; Zola was. 
England, Italy, 
Spain, are not bourgeois. Germany Is, 
but her emperor Is not, and so one 
might 
continue 
indefinitely. — From

EATERS. 


SN A ILS FOR FOOD. 


Effects of the D r u g 
on the Styrlan s, 
W h o M a k e It. 
“Eating of arsenic is common in 
Btyrin,” said Alois 
E. Steinzlerl of 
Vienna, a m anufacturer of cheiqicals 
and drugs. “The S tyrlans say that ar- 
■enlc makes one plum p and comely 
and gives one strength for great exer­ 
tions, such as ru n n in g or mountain 
climbing. Styria, w h ich is in Austria, 
gives the world v ast quantities of ar­ 
senic. The m anufacture of this drug 
is indeed the main Styrlan industry. 
They who make arsenic eat it, as a 
rule, for they say t h a t only the arsenic 
eater can withstand the arsenic fumes. 
These makers and enters of the drug 
are comely. They have a clear color 
and look much younger than they are. 
“The foreman in a certain factory 
told me tlmt in his boyhood, when he 
first came to th at plant, lie was ad­ 
vised to begin to e a t arsenic lest his 
health suffer from th e fumes. He did 
begin, and his first tw o or three Bintill 
doses gave him a sharp pain. like a 
burn, in the stom ach, and this pain 
was followed by trem endous hunger 
and a violent disagreeable excitement. 
But as ids doses Increased in frequen­ 
cy and size their effect became pleas­ 
ant.

GEESE IN 
EERLIN. 


Rigid Inspection of tho Fowls Imported 
Into the City. 
The traffic in geese at Berlin amounts 
to nearly $2.000,000 a year. As the do­ 
mestic supply Is w holly inadequate, a 
special goose train of from fifteen to 
forty cars arrives dully from the Rus­ 
sian frontier. 
E ac h car is specially 
built and carries ab o u t 1,200 geese. 
There is a rigid inspection by sanitary 
officials immediately upon the arrival 
of the train. 
Should it he found that a single 
goose has died or been ill of a conta­ 
gious disease in tra n sit the entire car­ 
load is quarantined for eight days. If 
during this period of quarantine an­ 
other goose should die, the quarantine 
is extended for eight days, at a cost of 
about $500 to the owners. The penalty 
attaching to the bringing in of diseased 
geese makes the owners extremely 
careful to im port 
only 
sound aud 
healthy fowls. 
T h e geese which are 
plump and ready fo r market are sold 
to dealers a t the close of the Inspec­ 
tion. The rest, com prising the great 
majority, go to feeding farms in the 
suburbs of the city to be fattened for 
market. 
There is a special m arket near the 
great market place a t which bracken— 
namely, geese in ju red cu route, but 
having no disease—are sold at a re­ 
duced price. Tw euty-one different va­ 
rieties of the R ussian goose are com­ 
mercially recognized, and the whole­ 
sale price varies from 44 to CO cents a 
bird.—Chicago Record-Herald.

France is the premier snail produc­ 
ing nation, although Austria, I'egvnrla 
and Switzerland have thousands of 
stinll farm s, where the famous escar­ 
gots are raised and fattened on vine 
leaves. 
The demand for snails 
in 
France is far too great for the supply 
to be loft to chance, mid thus li comes 
nlioiit th at snnll farming Is an impor­ 
tant Industry. 
Darin a lone eousumes 
millions between September and May, 
when these little crenttircn are a t their 
best. 
, 
In g reat cities of Europe are stores 
devoted entirely to them, each orna­ 
mented b.v nn Immense gilt snnll over 
the door as n sign. 
Huge tu b s of 
snails in the rough are displayed, and 
there are besides dishes of carefully 
prepared mollusks all ready for eating. 
These 
have been cooked, extracted 
from tl;eir shells and minced. 
Tlie 
meat Is then mixed with butter, chop­ 
ped parsley and herbs, and the shells, 
trimmed and made attractive, are re­ 
filled w ith this prepared paste. 
The m ost popular snails today come 
from Dijon and Macon, in Burgundy, 
where they are fed on vine lenves, and 
the parks, as the local snail farm s are 
called, open their gntes in the month 
of August, when the little creatures 
bestir themselves actively. — Chicago 
News. 
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AN ANCIENT BIBLE. 


V a lu a b le 
M a n u sc rip t 
T re a su re d 
In 
the C ottonian L ib ra ry. 
In th e Cottonian library in England 
Is an old manuscript copy of a p a rt of 
the Bible in Latin. 
This was used at 
the coronation of English sovereigns 
3(H) years lie fore the "stone of des­ 
tiny” w as brought from Scone to W est­ 
m inster by Edward I. In other words, 
the use of this Bible for the purpose 
in question dated back to th e year 
1000. 
The Bible is u quarto of 217 lqaves, 
containing the four gospels, and seems 
from th e style of the writing an d il­ 
luminations, which are very beauti­ 
ful, to have been made about th e end 
of the ninth century. 
The Testam ent escaped destruction 
in the fire at Ashburnham H ouse in 
1731, of which it bears evidence on its 
crumpled leaves and ruined margins. 
There is some evidence that th e son 
of E d w ard the Elder, Athelstan the 
Glorious, who was king of th e west 
Saxons from 925 to 940, ow ned this 
Bible and presented it to the church 
of D over.—Philadelphia Record. 


W o u ld C hoose H is C o m p a n y , 
In the west, some twenty years ago.

part of his time to teaching the In­ 
dians the Christian faith. On one of 
his trip s he stopped at the ranch of a 
well to do and very religious Swede 
and requested a night’s lodging.

In the cu rio u s oas9 recorded by Dr. 
Vaughan P en d red , of Coventry, Eng., 
a bright lari of six, who hus been 
making rapid progress with his pen 
and is proud 
ot his success, {[writes 
with equal facility forward or back­ 
ward. 
Wheu acting by himseif, he 
begins at th e right, hand side of the 
paper and w rites to the left. 
From 
copy he w rites normally, but, on be­ 
ing asked, declares that tho “ mirror- 
writing” is th e correct form. 
Such 
writing seem s to be Jess rare than is 
supposed. 
Am ong several hundred 
persons in 
good 
health a medical 
investigator some 
years ago found 
more than live 
per cent to whom 
m irror-w riting was 
natural, but it 
appeared th u t 
these 
persons 
were 
either lett-bauded or temporarily u s­ 
ing the left hand. 
In a mirror the 
left hand reversed writing of rig h t­ 
handed 
perso n s 
showed the usual 
characteristics of Hand writing. 
The 
peculiarity 
is 
especially 
common 
among expert penmen, and seorns [to 
be still m ore frequent in nervous and 
cererbal disease. 
An attem pt was 
made to ex p lain it by tho ¡bilateral 
action of th e hraiu. 
The right hand 
Is normally guided by the Jett cere­ 
bral cortex, an d it was shown that it 
this instead 
of the right- cerebral 
cortex should prim arily control the 
left hand, 
th a t hand would write 
backward. 
The p u zzling 
phenomena 
of the 
earth’s atm osphere—especially those 
of the a u ro ra —are found by Svante 
Arrhenius to bo best 
explained as 
effects of so la r dust. 
The influx of 
such dust would be greatest when the 
sun is most active, and it is then that 
aurorae and m aguetic storms—a ttri­ 
buted to th e d u st when electrified— 
are most num erous, and clouds also 
are 
especially 
abuudaut. 
Ju p iter 
shares in th e dust, becoming lighter 
in hue in su u sp o t maxima, owing to 
mcroased cloudiness. 
The air is fo u n d by Prof. Miquel of 
Montsouris to contain most microbes 
at nine in th e m orning and nine in 
the evening; fewest at tbree in the 
morning and tb ree in afternoon. 
The m echanical diet indicator of 
Prof. Irving F isher, of Yale Univers­ 
ity, is designed to show automatically 
the proteid, fa t and carbohydrate in 
aDy dietary, an d it not only indicates 
the proportions but also points out 
the easiest way to briug the ratiou up 
to a given standard. 
The machine 
consists of 
nn iron 
upright 
nine 
inches high, from which is suspended 
a basket b o ld in g a card printed with 
a right-angled triangle as a “ food 
m ap.” 
Each individual food has its 
own location. 
The “ latitude” of any 
food represents in calories the food 
value of 
its proteid; 
the “ longi­ 
tu d e ,” food value in fat; and dis­ 
tance from th e hypothenuse, value in 
carbohydrate. 
Serving each food in 
portions of 100 calories of food value, 
or some m u ltip le , a weighted pin for 
each portion is placed on the map. 
The weights lepresent the food value 
of the ration, their positions show the 
percentages of proteid, fat and carbo­ 
hydrate, and 
wheu 
the 
basket is 
allowed to sw ing freely u pointer in ­ 
dicates on th e map the 
center of 
gravity of th e pins. 
The map is so 
gauged th a t 
h 
properly 
balanced 
ratiou will b rin g the center of gravity 
within a c h arted “ normal rectangle.” 
In a trial of five mouths, nine stud­ 
ents were g u id ed largely by appetite, 
and by n o tin g the indications of the 
map were ab le easily to vary the diet 
so as t.o reduce the proteid to a stand­ 
ard set as desirable.

Whenever you see the letters “U. 
S.” branded on th e left fore shoulder 
of nn animal, m a k e lip your mind at 
ouce that that b ea st is or was at one 
time tho property of our rich old Un­ 
cle Sam. 
Then again if you knew the key to 
the system of branding utilized by the 
quartermaster's 
department, 
United 
States army, you would In a moment 
he aide to tell th e organization of the 
army to which th a t animal was as­ 
signed immediately after purchase by 
the government. 
Branding public animals is not a 
matter of choice, but is provided for 
by the army regulations, which direct 
th a t- 
"Publlc anim als shall upon the day 
received lie branded with the letters 
‘U. S.’ on 
the 
left fore shoulder. 
Horses assigned to organizations will 
also bn branded ou the hoof of one 
fore foot one a n d one-half inches below 
tiie coronet with the designation of the 
company. B randing irons of uniform 
size and design will lie supplied by 
the quarterm aster's department, let­ 
ters ‘U. S.’ to be tw o Inches in height, 
letters and num bers of hoof brands 
on the same line to be three-fourths of 
an inch high, th e letter to precede the 
number and blocked so as to pene­ 
trate the hoof one-sixteenth of an inch 
For example, 
th e 
hoof 
brands on 
horses assigned to band, Ninth cavalry, 
would lie CBI); to Troop A, Fifth cav­ 
alry, would be A5; to Company A, bat­ 
talion of engineers, would be BEA.”

LOCAL EDITORIAL 
NEWS. 


T H E 
IN C O N S IS T E N C Y 
O F IT . 


It goes without saying that the course óf the Ledger in ex­ 
posing everything that savors of the nature of graft in con­ 
nection with the county government that comes within its 
knowledge, has awakened in official circles an intense hos­ 
tility against this journal, and its editor. 
Every flimsy sub 
terfuge has been resorted to in the effort to hamper the Led­ 
ger in the allowance of claims before the board of supervisors. 
Heretofore protests on this score, prompted by self-evident 
animus, have been ignored, and bills have been eventually 
allowed as presented. 
We have reason to believe that every 
item included in a Ledger bill is scrutinized and compared 
— not with the established schedule, for usually that obsolete 
list of i i years’ standing— does not touch the subject at a ll— 
but with sim ilar items preferred by that goody-goody, dumb- 
as-an-oyster administrative organ, the Dispatch. The hollow­ 
ness of the scheme is revealed when other printing bills are 
passed without even stopping to inquire whether the various 
items tallied with the long-distance rates heretofore referred 
to, and notwithstanding this paper has repeatedly shown that 
the charges did not so correspond. 
I f the same zeal in ward­ 
ing off overcharges had been manifested in all directions in 
the printing bills, instead of being confined to the Ledger 
office, we venture to say the result would have been a mater­ 
ial saving to the county. 
It will be noticed from the proceedings of the board of su­ 
pervisors published in this issue that a claim for $10 pre­ 
sented by the Ledger was allowed in the sum of $3. 
T he 
b ill was for printing 50 copies of the lis t of questions adopted 
by the board of education for the examination of applicants 
for teachers’ certificates held in December last. This job con­ 
sisted of a sheet embracing four colum ns of solid brevier type 
each column nearly the length of the columnson the first 
page of the Ledger. The matter contained therein, according 
to printers’ measurement, measured over 13,000 ems, and 
included algebraic signs specially purchased for that class 
of work, and also geometrical angle work. 
The supervisors 
took the bit in their mouths, and slashed the bill arbitrarily, 
without giving the claimant an opportunity to be heard. T h e 
only excuse we have heard for their action is that they dug 
up from the archives of the treasurer’s office a claim for sim ­ 
ilar work for the teachers’ examination questions in A ugust 
last. 
This was done in the Dispatch office. 
It contained 
over 20,000 em’s of leaded nonpariel type, and the bill for 
too copies was put in for $3.50, and allowed at that figure. 
W hat led our cotemporary to be seized with such a wondrous 
spasm of generosity in printing rates— so utterly out of joint 
with its established record— we can only surmise. The work 
was ordered by the school superintendent, and whether 
the low price was laid in anticipation that future orders for 
such work would go to the Ledger, and thereby lay the foun­ 
dation for the supervisors’ action in considering a claim from 
that source, we are not prepared to say. 
It strongly smacks 
of a plot in that direction, in the light of recent revelations. 
The most charitable interpretation of the supervisors’ action 
in cutting the Ledger’s bill is that they did not know what 
they were doing, and made no effort to seek enlightenment 
from disinterested and unprejudiced sources. 
We do not 
propose to enter into the merits of the matter now. 
The 
amount involved is not worth fighting for, but the principle 
involved is vital, and the spirit [displayed cannot be tolerated 
in governmental affairs. 
Of course, we refused to accept the 
absurd amount, In the entire list of b ills presented for print­ 


ing by the Ledger office in the past seven years, we venture 
to say they could not have selected a more indefensible one 
for the cutting process than the one they jumped upon with 
both feet. 
In this connection we may remark that a bill of the D is­ 
patch was allowed at the same meeting for the full amount 
claimed of $260.35. 
Therewere noscruples apparently on this 
score, and evidently the items thereon were not even com­ 
pared with the schedule of rates promulgated in the long ago. 
The claim was presented by the organ of the ring, and hence 
was o. k. 
Now, some of the items are worthy of study. 
One 
we will call attention to here. 
Six thousand five hundred 
registration affidavits are charged and allowed at $67.50. 
The registration affidavits under the old registration law, 
were scheduled for this county at $5 for 500, that number 
being the outside lim it of requirements in one year. 
But 
now it is different, when a new registration is required for 
every general election. 
But the schedule has not been 
chauged, so the Dispatch sticks in a claim for 6500 at the 
rate fixed for 500, and thereby made a rich haul. 
We have 
110 doubt the work could have been done for $20, and a big 
margin of profit left at that. 
That’s the way the money 
goes. 
No wonder our cotemporary could afford to give a 
piece of work to the county and thereby get a cinch on the 
Ledger, when such extortionate bills are passed without the 
batting of an eye.
